Lieutenant, by John Tichborne, Efg; Gen- 
tleman Uther of the Black Rod. 

Mr. Speaker, It is Elis Grace the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Pleafure, Thet this Houfe attend him immediately in 
the Houft of Peers. 

Accordingly the Houfe with their Speaker went to 
attend His Grace, and being returned, 

Mr. Speaker reported, That His Grace the Lord 
Lieutenant was pleafed to make a Speech to both Hou- 
{es of Parliament, and to prevent any Miftake, he bad 
obtained a Copy thereof, which he read to the Houfe, 
and the fame was afterwards read by the Clerk ac the 
Table, and is as follows, 

My Lords and Gentlemen, ; 
1S Majefly bascommanded me to acquaint you, 
that it is to His great Satisfattion, your pre- 
feat Meeting in Parliamentis ina Time of publick 
Peace and | vanquility, and afterthe entire Suppref- 
fion of the late unnatural Rebellion, which your feafo- 
nable Loyalty and Zeal, not only kept outof this 
Kingdom, but contributed likewife to extinguith in 
Great-Britain. As the Miferies this Nation hath here- 
tofore experienced fiom a Popith Government, could 
not but animate you to diftinguith your iclves on that 
Occafion, you may be affured thet his Majefty will 
make fuitable Returns to fuch Inftances of your Du- 
ty and Affe€tion, by fupporting and maintaining you 
in the full and free Enjoyment of all your Religious 
and Civil Rights. 
Gentlemen of the Heufe of Commons, 

Your igorous Refolations added to your Vore of 
Credit in the late critical Junéture, were fo accepta- 
ble co ifis Majefty, that tho’ He has, by His Act of 
Grace, pardoned thofe who were engaged in the lete 
Rebellion, he will 2!ways remember the Loyal and 
aff-Giionate Endecavours of fuch who were fo aftive 
to defeat it. 

You moft be fenfible, thar the Charge oceafion’d by 
thofe turbances.:2s confiderably augmented the Na- 
tional Debt, which hes been chiefly incurred fince 
thar time ; an exaét and jult Account of which, and 
of what it confifts, fhali be laid before you. And I 
am toecquaint you, that His Majefty, to prevent its 
Increafe, hes given Orders for fach Reduétions in the 
Milirary Lift, as Hic thinks may be contifent with 
your prefent Security, and has put the new Eftablifh- 
ment into fuch a Form, as will fhew youthe real 
Number of eff-Give Men you have to depend on. 
His Majey has likewife thought fit to leffen the Ci- 
vil Litt on the Head of Penfions, and has dire&ted 
fuch Rules to be obferved, as may annually abate the 
Expenze upon them: Butas the yearly Charge of the 
Eftablifhm-nt exceeds the annual Produce of the Re- 
venue, His Majefty doubts not to have fuch Aids and 
Supplies granted him, as will fupport the Eftablith- 
meat and difcharge the Debr, and that you will egree 
on the Mesns of doing it with the fame Unanimity, 
as you did when it was neceflary to contrat it, 

My Lords and Gentlemen, ' 

I thick my felf obliged to take Notice to you, of 
His Majefty’s great Goodnefs, in having lately pafled 
an A& in the Parliament of Great Britain, for the En- 
couragement of the Linnen Manufa&ture in this King- 
dom. Ard am commanded by His Majefty to re- 
commend to you, ina very pagticular Manner, Una- 
nimity and Agreement amongft your felves in all 
“your Proceedings, which His Majefty conceives 
be of the utmoft Importance to His Service, and your 
own Security, ina Country where there is fo great a 
Difproportion Letween the Friends and Enemies of our 
Religion, Laws and Liberties. 

T cannot conclude, without expreffing the Satisfa- 
&ion I have, in His Majefty’s fending me again toa 
Kingdom, where I had formerly the Honour to ferve 
the late King William of Glorious Memoty, as one 
of the Lords Juftices, and where I then received fo 
many Inftances of your good Will towards me. I fhall 
endeavour ftill to preferve your Affe@tions, by repre- 
fenting your A@ions in a juft and true Light to 
Majefty, and by doing every thing in my Power, that 
ma’ conduc the publick Good.

Ordered, That fuch Members of this Houfe, as are 
of His Majefty’s moft Honourable Privy Council, do 
attend His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, and acquaint 
him, that chis Houfe hath Voted an Addrefs of Thanks 
to iis Grace, for the excellent Speech he was pleafed 
to make this Day to both Houfes of Parliament.
